‘Public Lands 


in Alberta 


In 1930, when the Dominion 
Government handed over the 
administration of Alberta's 
natural resources to the Prov- 
ines, the Department of Lands 
and Mines was organized. Due 
io increasing development of 
resources it became necessary 


t, Control 


to divide the original depart- 
ment, On April 1, 1949, the 
Department of Mines and Min- 
frals and the Department of 
Lands and Forests were estab- 
lished. 

The Lands Branch of the 
Department of Lands and For- 
ests has jurisdiction over most 
of the public lands in the Prov. 
ines. Involving over 90 million 
actes, these public lands make 
up more than half of Alberta’s 
entire land area Approx- 
mately nine million acres are 
now held under lease, permit 
or sale agreement. Eighty 
inillion acres still unoccupied 
contain as much arable land as 
all other undeveloped areas in 
Canada, 

Public lands In Alberta are 
classified into settlement and 


non-settlement zones. Where 
the land is covered with timber 
in comercial quantites, where 
the land is unsuitable for cul- 
tivation, or where it is too isola- 
ted, settlement is not permitted. 
it may be leased for commercini 
purposes or made available for 
grazing on a temporary basis. 

In the setilement zone public 
lands are made available under 
various regulations such as 
homestead, grazing or cultiva- 
tion leases and sale agreement. 

Alberta's homestead lease 
policy governs the disposal of 
pubiic lands suitable for settle- 


ment. A person may apply for 
a lease on a half-section otf 
land. Payment jor the lease, 


including taxes, is made on a 
crop share basis on completion 
of specified residence and cul- 
tivation duties, title may be 
obtained for a nominal sum. 
The homestead lease policy 
of the Departmen: of Lands 
and Forests has been wel] re- 
ceived, More than 6,000 leases 
representing about three mil- 


tion acres, are now in effect.

1erial photographs 

The largest stock of Alberta 
maps is carried by the Tech- 
niea; Division, consists of 
photographs of the entire prov- 
ince Over 135,000 photographs 
are on file From mosaics 
prevured by joining and over- 
lapping photographs, pictorial 
coverage is obtained of any de- 
ired area, 

Alberta’s aeria) photographs 
are of tremendous importance 
to province and public alike 
Industrialists, oil companies 
geologists, and prospectors find 
them invaluable. They are also 
used by municipal officials for 
assessment purposes and for 
reconnaisance in roud cone 
struction. They serve an im- 
portant purpose in locating 
bridges and in town planning. 
A forest inventory is being 
made from photographs and 
theiy use in forest management 
is indispensable.

It cannot be stressed to much the 
value of germination tests for seed 
grain. This is especially true this 
year, the heavy frosts in September 
did severe damage to crops in this 
area, Normally seed of high weight 
per measured bushel is considered 
satisfactory for seed. This year it 
is not necessarily so due to the ex- 
tremely heavy frost germination was 
impaired. 

Germination tests can be carried 
Sout at home in moist sand or soil. 
B | Some of the elevators offer free 
| testing service to farmers. In test- 
Bing seed at home at least 100 secds 
R ishould be used and planted at the 
isante depth. It can be noted how 
Imany germinate with vigor, how 
many are weak, and how many do 
not werminate. A weak germination 
should be considered seriously be- 
cause often spring field conditions 
are not as good for germination as 
a soi] box or pot in the house 

Samples can be sent to Plants 
Products Division, Immigration 
Building, Calgary, for an official 
test, the charge being 75¢ per sample 

Test your seed now. It it fails, 
make arrangements for seed pur- 
chase. If it proves satisfactory, it 
may be put up for sale as seed supply
